PLAN FOR AVIATION 
FELD AT SQUANTUN

An intercollegiate glider meet on the 
Harvard aviation field at Squantum in 


June is the proposition submitted by Japanese Naval University of Tokio. He 


Adams D. Claflin at the annual meeting 
of the Harvard Aeronautical Society 
Monday evening. 

Mr. Claflin, who was the chief speaker, 
stated that practically all of the major 
colleges of New England now have ace- 
tive aero organizations, and many of 
them already have constructed gliders 
for experimental purposes. The Tech- 
nology club has four, Tufts one, Har- 
vard one and others are in progress of 
construction for other college clubs. 

Steps are being taken to construct a 
tower and an inclined plane on the field 
at Squantum, these to be especially 
adapted for gliding work. The tower will 
be 40 feet high and the plane will be 
made to revolve about the tower, so 
that the gliders can take advantage of 
the wind whatever direction it blows. 
Arrangements to construct this tower are 
practically complete, and as soon as the 
Harvard club sanctions and signifies its 
intention to back the proposition with its 
interest, Mr. Claflin declared, the plan 
will go through. 

Concerning a second aero meet simi- 
lar to the one held last summer, Mr. 
Claflin was confident that another could 
and should be held next summer, 

Mr. Claflin also announced that it was 
Mr. Grahame-White’s intention to open 
an aviation school in this country simi- 
lar to those he is conducting in Eng- 
land. The school will in all probability 
be on the Squantum field and will be 
opened next summer.

BY CHINESE YOUTHS 


Technical education of the highest 
modern type obtainable is sought by 
the Chinese government for the youth 


There are 27 Chinese students at the 
Massachusetts Institute of Technology, 
according to figures just made public 
from the registrar office. Never before 
in the history of the institute has such 
large number of orientals: been en- 
rolled at te Boston institution. 

Twenty-five of these men are sent to 
America by the Chinese government in 
ordet to acquire an up-to-date technical 
and engineering education. On receiv- 
ing a degree from Tech they will re- 
turn ‘to their native country and give 
their services to their home government 
for a period of five years, after which 
they are at liberty to leave the govern- 
ment’s employ and enter upog any career 
| or profession they muy elect. 

Thirteen of the 27, or nearly 50 per 
‘cent of the total, were students of the 
Imperial Polytechnical College at Shang- 
ai, China. One of the most prominent 
eastern representatives at M. I. T. is S. 
Y. Chen, ’12, of Shanghai, vice-president 
of the Institute Cosmopolitan Chub. He 
is in the sophomore class, taking the 
course of naval architecture under the 
direction of Prof. C. H. Peabody. 

K. Goto, lieutenant in the imperial 
navy, is a special atudent in the third 
year of the mechanical enginering de- 
ot woe and has attended the Imperial

This weakening of the power of the 
House, which has been going on steadily 
for many years, and strengthening the 
power of the Senate and the executive, 
is, in the judgment of many wise men, 
one of the greatest menaces confronting 
the republic. England in the early cen- 
turies was controlled by the King and 
House of Lords; but today in that 
country the House of Commons is more 
powerful than both King and the House 
of Lords combined, and the Commons is 
now engaged in a struggle for the re- 
moval of an important power now exer- 
ci by the House of Lords. The King 
lost his last vestige of dominant power 
as the result of the revolution of 1688. 

But, in the United States the Senate 
today has much the same power which 
Yhe House of Lords of England had 
prior to the time of the Tudors, while 
the “new nationalism” would invest the 
presidency with the power of the kings 
of that name.

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it must have a paid-up capital of $500,- 
000. Once organized, it, may establish 
branch banks to its heart’s content. The 
branch banks freely exchange discounts 
through the main bank, and thus are 
able to draw money from well stocked 
sections for the relief of sections where 
money is needed. Thus the Canadians get 
along well in situations which in this 
country would mean a panic. But the 
difficulty is that this system means great 
concentration. There are only 28 to 30 
banks in all Canada. while in this coun: 
try’ there are about 20,000. And it is 
believed to be doubtful whether a small 
community in the United States would 
put up with a branch of any man’s bank. 
Local pride runs high and each com- 
munity wants its own bank which will be 
interested in building up and otherwise 
caring for local enterprise.

Arabs and as silently steal away to a 
new house and home, why not do it cor- 
rectly? The right way to move is just 
as easily followed as the wrong, says 
the New York Press. 

Probably the key to success in the or- 
deal that every being encounters is the 
little word “system.” Follow a plan, 
and what you cannot keep in your head 
put down in a notebook or on the boxes 
that hold the different things. 

First of all a thorough cleaning is nec- 
essary. If the dust and grime of weeks 
be removed before packing, much of the 
labor at the end of the journey can be 
obviated, and comfort correspondingly in- 
creased. 

China should be packed in barrels, with 
the edge of each plate or saucer down. 
You will recall that if you drop a plate, 
and it strikes the floor on its edge, it will 
not break. Jt is the same old principle 
of the strength of the arch, which allows 
only a small portion to be struck at a 
time.

Glass should be given an additional pro- 
tection by a wrapping of tissue paper or 
cotton wadding, and placed im boxes 
plainly marked to give a hint to the 
movers. 

Pictures must be protected at the cor- 
ners by felt pads. This is easily done, 
and saves wooden and gilt frames from 
the battering of contact with other furn- 
iture. “Allow a little of the face of each 
picture to be seen. This will sound the 
warning to the one who handles it. In 
general, follow the scheme of the big 
stores, which have a very small percent- 
age of breakages in delivering goods. 
Thin paper glued around excelsior makes 
excellent wrappings for flat articles. 


The legs of tables and chairs need your 
attention. Cover with generous layers of 
newspaper—a great friend on moving 
day, by the way—and tie with coarse 
twine. Yes, of course, it takes time! 
Anything does that is worth while. 

Roll rugs over long poles and tag for 
which room each one is. They are 
easily moved in this way, economizing 
space and being extremely easy for you 
to handle when the specialists depart. 

Mirrors are the articles that must be 
carefully prepared for moving day. 


The frames should be covered with 
home-made wrapping of cotton or sttaw 
in thick paper. Let much of the mirror 
be in sight, and mark on the ‘back with 
chalk the word that will indicate its 
fragile nature. 

Books ought to be wrapped separately 
in paper and placed in sets, tied together.

KEEPING EGGS 


New York lecturer surprises her audtence. 


—_—_—_—_— 


HEN a New York lecturer told her 
audience that the best way to boil 


| an egg was not to boil it at all, many 


listeners looked surprised. . Evidently 
they had not been boiling eggs that way. 

An egg will cook slowly in water 
several degrees below boiling point and 
the result be more palatable than if 
the egg prepared in madly boil- 
ing water, the audience learned. It’s 
a saving of fuel, too, if one is cooking 
over the gas jet or an alcohol lamp. 
When the water boils, the flame can be 
turned out, the eggs put in the pan and 
the pan covered. Taken out in from 
seven to ten minutes the white of thie 
egg instead of being tough and leathery 
will be a tender, perfectly cooked pulp, 


most grateful to the stomach. 

“As an article of diet an egg bears the 
same relation to the kitchen as the in- 
definite articles bear to the parts of 
speech. They hold everything else to- 
gether,” the audience was told as the lec- 
turer briskly whipped the white of an 
egg to a stand alone froth, “and because 
of its great nutritive value housekeepers 
need not worry too much even if they do 
have to pay as high as 5 cents for a first 
class egg. Five cents worth of first class 
meat would not go any farther or afford 
any more nourishment.”

To know whether one is getting a 
strictly fresh or a strictly storage egg, 
an egg entirely satisfactory for boiling 
or one which would better be scrambled 
is not easy, the lecturer conceded, She 
said a perfectly fresh egg fills the shell 
from end to end, while in a stale egg 
there is a little gap at one end, smaller 
or larger according to its relative fresh- 
ness or staleness. In other words, the 
older the egg the more it shrinks and 
the less it weighs. 
eggs in a bucket of water and the fresh 
egg will go to the bottom, or down far- 
ther than the stale egg. The staler the 
egg the nearer the top it stays.

“I have known housekeepers who 
thought the color of the shells of eggs 
made considerable difference in the flavor 
and delicacy of certain articles of aiet 
made mostly of eggs, but there is abso- 
lutely no difference between the contents 
of a brown or a white shelled egg in 
nourishing properties or flavor.”

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BOOKS WORTHY OF GOOD CARE

OOKS are frequently ruined through carelessness. This is less in the hand- 

ling often than on the shelves. Many a reader who would scorn to bend 
a book back when open will put it to worse strain on the shelves. 

Books should not be packed tightly on a shelf. It injures the backs and 
causes them to tear loose with the strain of getting in and out. Often 
it forces the leaves to sag to the shelf when pushed unduly. 

It is just as bad for books to be too loose on a shelf, as they warp and the 
spreading leaves encourage dust. A bookease with the contents at every 
angle is not a pleasing sight. 

There are some housekeepers who think a yearly dusting of books at house- 
cleaning time sufficient. This is bad enough when they are kept under glass; 
when on open shelves it means ruin to valuable books. It takes little longer 
to dust the backs and tops of books on each shelf every day. 

The old plan of heaping the contents of a library indiscriminately at 
housecleaning time has nothing to recommend it. See that shelves are dried 
after washing, as books are ruined by dampness. 

In dusting the book itself, clap the back lightly together, then dust the 
outside. Never use a damp cloth on a book. If it has been wet, absorb most 
of the moisture with a blotter and soft cloth, then dry under pressure te pre 
vent warping.

Secretary MacVeagh has divided the corporations ‘into two 
classes which may be described broadly as those that would ‘and 
those that would not be injured by publicity. With regard to the 
first class, only those authorized by the concerns themselves may 
handle or examine the reports which they make; with regard to 
the second class, those who can show that they are entitled to informa- 
tion will be given an opportunity to possess themselves of it. In 
relation to both classes it may be taken for granted that under the 
present administration the greatest measure of protection will be 
thrown around the secrets committed to the gov ernment’s care. 

In the case of the national banks the government has long 
possessecdl confidential information, and has always respected it. In 
the case of the corporations it is only fair to assume that it will 
safeguard its trust as a sacred one. 
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
